COMPANY MEETING 


IMPERIAL BANK OF PERSIA 


SATISFACTORY NET PROFIT 
SIR HUGH BARNES’S ADDRESS 


The forty-second ordinary~ general meeting of the Imperial 
Bank of Persia was held on Friday, July 3, at the Cannon 
Street Hotel, London, E.C. 

Sir Hugh S. Barnes, K.C.S.I., K.C.V.O. (chairman of the 
bank) who presided, said :— 

You will remember that the Government Commission 
appointed under the Act of February, 1930, fixed the rate of 
exchange at 60 krans to the pound, and we were permitted to 
share with the National Bank the exchange available. Owing, 
however, to the continued fall in the ss, of silver, it was 
found impossible to maintain this rate, and later in the year it 
was raised by the Commission to 90 krans to the pound. This is 
still the rate at which the banks are bound to operate, but in 
spite of the efforts made to reduce the volume of imports, the 
value of the kran has fallen to a still lower level, with the result 
that importers and exporters have been dealing with each other 
in the bazaars at rates well over 100, and consequently the 
exchange offered to the banks has steadily diminished in amount. 

This was the position up to February 24 last, when the Persian 
Majlis passed an Act of one clause, which I will quote in extenso. 
It runs as follows :— 

‘‘ From the date of ratification of this Act the foreign trade 
of the country becomes a Government monopoly. The right to 
import and export all natural and industrial products, and to fix 
a temporary or permanent quota for imports and exports, will 
be ceded to the Government. The Government can, until ratifica- 
tion of the Annex to this Act, prevent the entry into Persia of 
foreign merchandise.”’ 

A fortnight later a supplementary Act was passed prescribing 
in detail the methods in which the import and export of foreign 
goods would be allowed. Neither imports nor exports can take 
place without a permit, and in the regulations issued under the 
Act it was laid down that all exporters of Persian produce must 
sell their foreign exchange to the Government at the official rate 
and sell it only through the National Bank, which was entrusted 
with the purchase of exchange on account of the Government. 

I am glad to say that the Persian Government, as might be 
expected, admitted that a mistake had been made and undertook 
that the regulations would be amended. 


THE BALANCE-SHEET 


Turning to the balance-sheet, it will be noticed that the total 
has decreased by £2,258,818. There has been, of course, a de- 
crease in business owing to the fall in the world prices of Persia’s 
exports. But it is the restrictions caused by the Government’s 
control of exchange and trade that concern us most, and are 
likely to prove our greatest difficulty. Apart from this, the 
greater part of the reduction is accounted for by the difference 
between the adjusting rates of the two years, as referred to in 
the directors’ report. 

For example, taking the figures on the liabilities side, notes 
in circulation have fallen £1,042,646, but had the adjustment 
rate been the same as at March 20, 1930, the fall would have been 
only £177,661. The popularity of our notes among all classes is 
unabated, but as withdrawal is due to commence during the 
current year, we must expect to sce this item fall to a low figure, 
if, indeed, it has not completely disappeared from our next 
balance-sheet. 

Similarly, deposits show an apparent decrease of £1,316,829, 
but in local currency the fall is only equivalent to about £400,000. 
This decrease is explained by the withdrawal of Government 
Funds. Bills payable, endorsements, etc., are less by only 
£93,366. 

On the other side of the account, cash in hand, at branches 
and short notice, etc., is down £1,975,503; on the other hand, 
investments are up some £959,290. 

Bills discounted, loans, and advances, etc., are down by 
£596,588, and bills receivable by £610,654. Both decreases are 
attributable to the difference in rates and the general depression 
in trade. 

Turning to the profit and loss account, the net profit at £93,012, 
which is arrived at after making ample provision for bad and 
doubtful debts, shows a drop of £31,266, which, in view of the 
difficulties encountered during the year, the directors do not con- 
sider unsatisfactory. 

We have still been able to write £10,000 off our bank premises, 
reducing their book value to a negligible figure, and to place 
£20,000 to reserve account, raising the total to £670,000, and we 
now propose to pay the same dividend and bonus as we did last 
year—namely, a final dividend of 7s. per share and a bonus of 2s. 
per share, both free of tax, making, with the interim dividend of 
4s. per share, a total for the year of 13s. per share free of tax. 
If this is approved—and I think you will regard it as satisfac- 
tory—we shall be left with a carry-forward to the new account 
of £42,893 8s. 2d., as compared with £44,880 12s. 4d. brought 
into the account. 

I now beg to move : ‘* That the report as presented be adopted, 
that the accounts to March 20, 1931, as rendered, be accepted, 
and that a final dividend of 7 per cent. per share and a bonus of 
2s. per share, both payable free of income-tax, be and are 
hereby confirmed.” 

The resolution was carried unanimously.

The decline of 1-1 per cent. in the index number of all 
articles for the month of June, as compared with May, 
still further continues the downward trend of wholesale 
prices which began in October, 1929. The decline was 
smaller than that for May, which was 1:3 per cent., but 
was Otherwise the largest percentage decline recorded 
since January of this year.” In that month the decline, 
as compared with the preceding month, amounted to 
1:8 per cent. 

An examination of the movements in prices in the 
first and second halves of June shows that the changes 
in food prices were mainly seasonal, but in respect of 
industrial materials there was a marked decline in the 
earlier part of the month, followed by an appreciable 
recovery in the second half. The index numbers for 
industrial materials are as follows:—May, 60°1; June 
(first half), 58-9; June (second half), 59-2. 

A comparison of the 150 price averages for June as 
compared with those for May shows 26 increases and 
72 decreases, the 53 articles of food accounting for 20 
of the former and 23 of the latter. Of the 20 increases 
in food prices, 12 were of less than 5 per cent., 4 were 
of between 5 and 10 per cent., 2 of between 12 and 14 
per cent., while potatoes on the London and Birming- 
ham markets showed seasonal increases of between 44 
and 50 per cent. Of the 23 decreases, 13 were of less 
than 5 per cent., 4 were of between 5 and 10 per cent., 
4 of between 10 and 15 per cent., one (Danish bacon) 
of nearly 22 per cent., and one (Indian tea) of just over 
23 per cent. The averages for industrial materials 
show 6 increases and 49 decreases. Five of the in- 
creases were of less than 5 per cent., and one was of 
nearly 7 per cent. Of the 49 decreases, 36 were of less 
than 5 per cent., 12 were of between 5 and 10 per cent., 
and one (raw wool, Southdown tegs or ewes) was of 
nearly 11 per cent. 

The following table shows the percentage changes 
between the average prices of June, 1931, and those of 
a month and a year earlier. It also shows the number 
of items included in each of the groups of commodities

l'wo of the food groups showed percentage decreases 
in June as compared with May, but these falls were 
offset by a corresponding percentage increase in the 
third group. With one exception, each of the groups 
of industrial materials show average decreases, the 
most noticeable being wool (6 per cent.) and cotton 
(o°2 per cent.). 

As compared with a year earlier, the group averages, 
with but two exceptions, all show reductions, the most 
~oticeable being cereals (21-4 per cent.), metals and 
minerals other than coal, iron and steel (21-1 per cent.), 
cotton (24:1 per cent.), wool (23-9 per cent.), and 


textiles other than cotton and wool (26-1 per cent.).

MovEMENT OF COMMODITY PRICES 


The table on page 35 shows the average monthly 
wholesale prices of 60 principal commodities included 
in the index. 

A summary of the 150 commodities for which price 
quotations are included in the compilation of the index, 
together with the composition of the 8 groups to which 
they then related, appeared in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of April 
24, 1930 (page 551). It should be noted, however, that 
separate index numbers have since been compiled for 
coal and for wool, and these items are, therefore, no - 
longer included in the respective groups of ‘“‘ other 
metals and minerals,’’ and ‘“‘ other textiles.’’ There 
are now 10 groups for which separate index numbers 
are compiled, and the number of items included in each 
of these groups is shown in the preceding table. 

In regard to cereals, the largest variations in the 
averages of the quotations in June as compared with 
those in May were decreases of over 12 per cent. in 
the ‘* Gazette average ’’ price of Iinglish barley and of 
11 per cent. in the spot price at Liverpool of yellow La 
Plata maize. The “‘* Gazette average ’’ price of 
Mnglish wheat was higher by 4:5 per cent., while 
Northern Manitoba wheat (No. 2 description) was just 
over 5 per cent. cheaper. Flour (straight-run, London, 
ex mill) was 4-5 per cent. cheaper, Rangoon rice 3°5 per 
cent. cheaper, and Midlothian oatmeal slightly dearer. 
in the “‘ meat ’’ group, the price of Danish bacon 
showed an average decrease for the month of 21-7 per 
cent. (16s. 9d.) per cwt., and Irish green bacon was 
cheaper by nearly 9 per cent (8s. 6d.) per ewt. Scotch 
beef, New Zealand lamb and English mutton were 
dearer by 4:8 per cent., 9-9 per cent. and 1-6 per cent. 
respectively; while Argentine chilled beef was Is. per 
ewt. (2°2 per cent.) cheaper, and Argentine frozen beef 
showed no variation in price. Among “ other foods ”’ 
New Zealand butter was dearer by just over 3s. per 
cwt., and Danish butter showed a slight increase in 
price. Indian tea was considerably cheaper, the average 
price in June being nearly 3d. per lb. (23 per cent.) 
lower than in May. 

Quotations for the majority of the items of industrial 
materials which are included in the table were lower 
in June than in May. Galvanised corrugated sheets 
and steel tinplate and sheet bars were cheaper by about 
7-5 per cent and 5 per cent. respectively, and several 
other descriptions of steel showed some reduction in 
price. A slight reduction was recorded for Northamp- 
ton No. 3 foundry pig iron. Among non-ferrous metals, 
electrolytic copper was £3 per ton cheaper, and Straits 
tin also showed a lower average price. English lead 
was slightly dearer, and zinc, ordinary spelter, was 
about 14s. per ton dearer. In the textile groups, 
raw cotton, cotton yarns, cotton cloths, wool tops in 
oil, and worsted yarns were all cheaper, in some cases 
by as much as 7 per cent. Raw hemp was about 10s. 
per ton dearer, while the prices of raw jute and of 
linen yarn were unchanged. Rubber was quoted at 
3+4-d. per lb. on June 5 and at 3;%,d. per lb. on June 26. 

The principal price increases in industrial materials 
during the second half of June were in respect of raw 
cotton (American and Egyptian), with corresponding 
increases for yarns and cloth, and of non-ferrous metals 
(copper, lead, tin and zinc). Certain classes of hides 
and rubber also showed increases in the same period. 

Items not included in the table.—With regard to the 
commodities which are used in the compilation of the 
index, but for which prices are not shown in the 
accompanying table, the principal changes in the food 
croups were the large seasonal increases in the price 
of potatoes at London and Birmingham already men- 
tioned, an increase of nearly 13 per cent. in the 
averages of the quotations for fish, and decreases, 
amounting to 15s. 9d. per ewt. (nearly 14 per cent.) for 
Wiltshire smoked bacon, and to 11s. 1d. per cwt. (12 
per cent.) for British pork. English beef (at Leeds) 
was about 7 per cent. dearer, while Scotch mutton 
was cheaper. Norwich straight-run flour, imported 
flour (at Glasgow), La Plata oats, and tapioca all showed 
slightly lower average quotations. While an increase 
of 5s. per ewt. (9-5 per cent.) was recorded for New

Zealand cheese, and sugar (fine, granulated, at 
Greenock) was slightly dearer. Quotations for the items 
of industrial materials included in the index, but not 
quoted in the table, showed a number of small reduc- 
tions during June as compared with May. Pig iron 
(hematite, West Coast, mixed numbers) was cheaper by 
2s. per ton, and several other descriptions of pig iron 
were slightly cheaper. Steel prices also were generally 
lower. Coal prices were unchanged, while Durham 
furnace coke was cheaper by 6d. per ton. Cotton yarns, 
cotton cloths, raw wool, and wool yarns were all slightly 
cheaper, as also were paper (mechanical wood pulp, 
fine, 50 per cent. moist), leather, and linseed oil.

GENEVA INTERNATIONAL MOTOR BOAT 
AND OUTBOARD REGATTA 


The Acting British Consul at Geneva has forwarded 
to the Department of Overseas Trade copies of the 
advance programme, with application forms, in connec- 
tion with the International Motor Boat and Outboard 
Regatta which is to be held in Geneva on August 15 
and 16. 

It is understood that the Regatta Committee have 
already had the promise of Italian, 'rench and Spanish 
competitors, and they hope British boatbuilders will 
also avail themselves of this opportunity. The Acting 
Consul states that motor boating on the many Swiss 
lakes is increasing in popularity, and he has been in- 
formed that there are about 8,000 motor boats regis- 
tered in Swiss ports on the Lake of Geneva, and 
probably another 800 to 1,000 registered in French 
waters. Figures for the other lakes are not available, 
but the Acting Consul is of opinion that Switzerland is 
likely to be a very interesting market for British-built 
motor boats. 

The Regatta Committee has requested that particu- 
lars of this Regatta be brought to the notice of British 
boat builders, and others likely to be interested, with 
a view to their sending boats to compete. The Acting 
Consul adds that conditions on the Lake of Geneva 
should be absolutely ideal for speed records in any 
form, and it is quite possible that some world records 
will be achieved at this meeting.

ELECTRIC FUSE LINKS 


The pressure produced on blowing electric fuse links has 
for some time been a subject of study by the Safety in 
Mines Research Board in collaboration with the British 
Klectrical and Allied Industries Research Association, and 
some of the results have already been published in Research 
Board Papers Nos. 38, 39 and 52. 


Further work has been carried out to ascertain the effect 
of surrounding copper fuse links with different gaseous 
media at atmospheric and reduced pressures, and the results 
should have an important bearing on the construction of 
electric cut-outs and fuses. They are published in Safety in 
Mines Research Board Paper No. 67, ‘‘ The Pressure Pro- 
duced on Blowing Electric Fuse Links; the Effect of the 
Surrounding Atmosphere,’’ by G. Allsop and P. B. Smith.

RENEWAL OF SUGAR EMBARGO AND 
AGREEMENT 


(from H.M. Trade Commissioner) 
SYDNEY. 
In August, 1930, the Commonwealth Government 
appointed a Committee of Enquiry to take evidence and 
report on the question of the possible renewal for five years 
from August 31, 1931, of the Sugar Embargo and 
Agreement. | 

The Committee has now reported and the Government 
have decided to renew the Embargo for a period of five 
years from the date of expiry of the present Agreement, on 
certain conditions. 

According to press announcements of the Prime 

Minister’s statement these conditions were :— 

(1) The present selling prices of sugar to be continued for the 
first three years ; 

(2) The fruit industry assistance plan, as recommended in the 
Majority Report, to operate for the first three years ; 

(3) The selling prices and conditions of sugar and the fruit 
industry assistance plan to be reviewed before the end 
of the three years in the light of the circumstances then 
existing, and to be so determined for the last two years 
of the Agreement ; 

(4) Award conditions and preference to unionists to be con- 
tinued in respect of any industry receiving direct 
benefits under the Sugar Agreement ; 

(5) An allowance of 4s. 9d. per ton to be made on sugar sold 
in Hobart to cover certain disabilities existing in that 
city, as compared with other capital cities—provided 
that this allowance is passed on by wholesale merchants 
to retail grocers ; 

(6) The present arrangements for the supply of extra sugar 
to Hobart purchasers under guarantee—with the view 
of ensuring adequate supplies against emergencies—to be 
continued, but if any shortage of sugar should occur in 
Hobart and the Commonwealth Government finds that it 
is not due to Hobart purchasers making insufficient use 
of the guarantee system, the Government may call upon 
the Queensland Government to establish a sugar depot 
at Hobart ; 

(7) Every effort to be made by the authorities concerned in 
Queensland and New South Wales to keep the produc- 
tion of sugar within the present limits, and the assign- 
ment of sugar lands and the peak year system to be 
rigidly administered to this end; 

(8) In order to adjust as equitably as possible the position 
which would arise from any alteration in the present 
volume of production of sugar, wages, and conditions, 
or the value of export surplus sugar during the currency 
of the new agreement, the following plan will operate— 
an average price of £22 per ton for raw sugar will be 
taken as the approved basic return on an annual pro- 
duction of 500,000 tons or over for the purpose of the 
following adjustments :—For every 10,000 tons by which 
the total production falls below 500,000 tons per annum, 
the basic price of £22 will be increased by ls. 3d. 
to a limit of £23 per ton for the _ estimated 
Australian requirements of 340,000 tons—this adjust- 
ment being on account of the larger overhead costs that 
occur when the volume of production is reduced ; 

(9) The basic price of prices so calculated will be varied each 
season to the extent of any alteration in sugar wages or 
working hours made after March, 1931. Any such price 
variations will be calculated on the present wage pro- 
portion of 55 per cent. of an estimated present bare cost 
of £18 5s. for producing raw sugar, i.e., including de- 
preciation, but excluding interest on capital ; 

(10) A trust account under the joint control of the Common- 
wealth and Queensland Governments will be created. 
Each season this account will be credited on behalf of 

sugar consumers with the excess return on raw sugar 
over and above the adjusted return for the season, cal- 
culated as just described, and the account will be debited 
on behalf of the sugar producers with any deficiency in 
the actual return for raw sugar below the adjusted return 
so calculated. Any net surplus in the account will be 
invested as approved by the Commonwealth and Queens- 
land Governments, and to be held until there is sufficient 
credit available to permit of an effective reduction, say, 
$d. per lb., in the price of sugar being passed on to 
manufacturers and domestic consumers. 


It is gathered that one consideration which is alleged to 
have weighed heavily with the Government was the present 
urgent necessity to retain the (approximately) £2,000,000 
credits in London which are derived from the export of 
sugar; there was also the fear of increasing unemployment 
in the sugar-growing districts.

WEATHER AND CROPS

RAINFALL 

Calcutta, July 5.—Rainfall has been nearly general in 
Lower Burma and Konkan on seven days; in Malabar on 
six; in Bengal and Chota Nagpur on four; in Orissa on 
three; in Assam, Hyderabad, Kashmir, the Punjab Hills, 
East Rajputana and Central India on two days; and in 
the Madras Deccan, Bihar, the Central Provinces, Guzerat, 
the East and West United Provinces and East and North

rain elsewhere. 
The monsoon has been strong in the Peninsula. 


Crop CONDITIONS 

Madras, June 27.—Rainfall has been heavy on the West 
Coast and moderate in the Deccan, parts of the Circars 
and Carnatic. The condition of standing crops is fair to 
good. 

Bihar and Orissa, June 29.—There has been heavy rain 
in parts of Bhagalpur and light to moderate rain else- 
where. Standing crops, including sugar cane, are in good 
condition. In the Feudatory States of Orissa and Chota 
Nagpur the weather has been seasonable and sugar cane Is 
doing well. 

Punjab, June 29.—The weather has been dry; the con- 
dition of standing crops is average to good. 

Bombay, July 4.—Rainfall generally has been sufficient 
in the South Konkan and the Major Deccan, where sowing 
is proceeding smoothly; seedlings have germinated well. 
Rainfall has been fairly general in North Konkan and 
Karnatak, but more rain is needed for rice plantation in 
North Konkan and for sowings and the development of 
seedlings in Karnatak. Rainfall has been heavy in Surat, 
fairly good in Broach and Panchmahals and negligible in 
Kaira and Ahmedabad. No rain has fallen in Sind, but 
the river is rising; water irrigation is adequate and 
sowings continue. 

United Provinces, June 27.—There has been light to 
moderate rain; crops are in good condition. 

Assam, July 6.—The weather has_ been _ seasonable. 
Heavy rain has interfered with agricultural operations and 
damaged crops in places. Crop outturns and prospects are 
fair. 

Central Provinces, June 29..-The monsoon has extended 
but has been weak; rainfall has been light to heavy. 
Sowings continue of rice and cotton and have commenced 
of juar, maize and other khariff crops. 

Bengal, July 1.—Rainfall has been heavy in parts of the 
north and east and light to moderate elsewhere. Field 
operations for winter paddy are progressing. Standing 
crops are in fair condition, but some damage is reported 
to have been done to paddy and jute by heavy rain in

NEW ZEALAND 
FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY 


Imports and exports during the month under review 
were valued at £3,012,055 and £3,740,329 respectively, states 
the ‘‘ Monthly Abstract of Statistics,’ compiled in the 
Census and Statistics Office, Wellington. As compared with 
December, 1930, imports during January showed a decline of 
4-3 per cent., while compared with January, 1930, the total 
value of imports was down by 28 per cent., and compared 
with the latest quinquennial average by 22 per cent. The 
greatest falling in imports occurred among motor vehicles, | 
which declined by £138,000. Bags and sacks were smaller 
by £82,000, timber by £62,000, and cotton piece-goods by 
£55,000. 

Exvrort TRADE 


Although the total value of exports during January 
(£3,740,3829) exceeded the December, 1930, total by 26 per 
cent., the figure was nevertheless 41-4 per cent. below that 
recorded for January, 1930, and 40-4 per cent. inferior to 
the average for the month for the past five years. Exports 
of wool approximately doubled in quantity as against the 
previous month, and owing to a small improvement in the 
average prices realised, slightly more than doubled in value. 
The depreciation in wool values experienced for so long, 
however, still produces a very unfavourable comparison for 
the exports of this commodity during the month with 
similar periods of previous years, and it would appear that 
wool is still the principal retarding influence upon the 
much-needed rise in total export values. Butter and cheese 
are other primary products that remained well below the 
average export values for the month.

Foreign Imports 

The total foreign imports amounted to 88,855,000 yen in 
1930, as compared with 107,768,000 yen in 1929. Of last 
year’s total, 61 million yen represents imports from China, 
leaving just under 28 million yen as the share of alli other 
countries together. Great Britain’s portion of this was only 
2,461,000 yen, the United States 8,613,000 yen and Germany 
1,711,000 yen. Some foreign goods doubtless appear under 
imports from Japan and last year the fall in values was 
universal, but the downward trend of foreign imports into 
Korea was, on the whole, unmistakably shown. 


Rice.—Although the good harvest in 1930, which was 
hoped for, even exceeded expectations, the average price per 
koku fell from 27 yen to 22 yen, owing to the similarly 
excellent crop in Japan, which caused the demand to fall off 
considerably. Large stocks remain in store, and, for some 
time to come, the price will probably remain low, given 
average harvests in Korea and Japan. Rice imports fell off 
correspondingly, as the lower price of local rice encouraged 
its consumption by the agricultural class, who only eat the 
foreign article in normal years, much as they prefer the 
home-grown article, owing to its comparative cheapness. 

Kxports of rice last year showed a marked falling off both 
in quantity and value. The figures for 1930 and 1929 are 
as follows :—

lertilisers.—Imports of fertilisers fell off chiefly owing 
to the commencement of production of sulphate of ammonia 
by the new works at Kanko. The total value of imports 
last year was 19 million yen, as against 24 million yen in 
1929, while the total consumption of all fertilisers was esti- 
mated at 254,170 tons. 


Wheat and Flour.—Imports of wheat in 1930 totalled 
6,195 tons, as compared with 3,754 tons, while flour imports 
totalled 82,763,000 Ibs. and 85,582,000 lbs. respectively. Of 
these totals, 82,370,000 lbs. and 85,361,000 Ibs. respectively 
came from Japan. 

Textiles.—Imports of cotton piece-goods rose in quantity 
from 148 million sq. yds., valued at 37 million yen, in 1929 
to 169 million sq. yds., valued at 32 million yen, in 1930. 
The foreign share in this trade again fell off considerably, 
being only 2,627,658 sq. yds., valued at 725,734 yen, as com- 
pared with 4,066,766 sq. yds. (1,463,000 yen) in 1929. All 
the rest was Japanese. Of the imports of British piece- 
goods, bleached shirtings and sheetings are the most import- 
ant, and these fell from 2,254,143 sq. yds., valued at 687,128 
ven, in 1929 to 1,717,431 sq. yds., valued at 428,054 yen, in 
1930. 

The exports of raw cotton to Japan last year amounted to 
180,000 piculs (ginned cotton and wadding), an advance of 
59,000 piculs over 1929. 

Raw cotton imports totalled 125,000 piculs, valued at 
3,/70,000 yen (ginned cotton), or 20 per cent. more than in 
1929. Cotton yarns and threads valued at 6,974,000 yen 
were also imported, while imports of woollen goods declined 
in value from 5,989,000 yen in 1929 to 5,440,000 yen in 1930. 
Practically the entire drop was in foreign goods. The 
foreign imports, almost entirely British, only amounted to 
713,000 yen.

Metals and Metal Manufactures.—The total value of 
these imports last year was 63,410,000 yen, as compared with 
‘0,949,000 yen in 1929. Rails were less by over a million 
yen; the foreign imports of pipes and tubes fell from

PORTUGAL 
STABILISATION OF THE ESCUDO 


The new rate at which the escudo is being stabilised is 
110 gold escudos to the pound sterling. The Commercial 
secretary at Lisbon states that this rate has already been 
adopted tor all exchange transactions and all banks and 
dealers in exchange have been instructed, under severe 
penalties, to purchase foreign currencies at the rate of 
109-80 to the £ and to sell such currencies at 110-20. 

The Commercial Secretary adds that the restrictions 
governing exchange transactions and the export of capital 
have not yet been abolished, and that the Government 
intends for the time being to recover from the exporter 
50 per cent. of his export paper at the rate of 109-25 to the 
£ sterling. Until the market is absolutely free of all re- 
strictions it cannot be said that exchange has been stabilised 
in the sense that it may reasonably be expected to main- 
tain itself at a level of 110 to the £ in accordance with the 
free operation of economic laws. ‘The machinery has cer- 
tainly been set up, but it still remains to be seen whether, 
once all restrictions are withdrawn, supply and demand will 
automatically work to maintain the escudo at or about its 
new value.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


EFFECT ON BUSINESS OF PRESIDENT 
HOOVER’S PROPOSAL 


The ‘‘ Guaranty Survey,’’ the monthly publication of the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New York, commenting on the 
probable effects of President Hoover’s War Debt proposal, 
states that ‘‘the immediate and enthusiastic response of 
financial markets to the announcement that the United 
States Government would favour a one-year moratorium on 
all inter-Governmental debts, including the reparations 
obligations, suggests that this step, if the negotiations for 
its execution are successful, should be a powerful influence, 
working toward world-wide trade recovery.”’ 

The comment of business leaders and public officials in the 
United States has been almost unanimously favourable. 
Typical of the general attitude of approval was the state- 
ment of a prominent industrial executive, who said he re- 
garded the proposal as ‘‘ the first great constructive move we 
have made for the world’s economic recovery.’’ 

The most important immediate effect of the proposal is 
psychological. It has served to revive hopes for economic 
recovery and political stability where widespread doubt and 
pessimism were acting as deterrent influences without much 
regard to actual facts or real values. The economic effects 
of a restoration of confidence will be great, even if the pro- 
cesses of readjustment move slowly and actual business 
improvement does not come rapidly or in appreciable volume. 

It would be a mistake to over-emphasise this proposed 
debt adjustment as an economic factor in itself, adds the 
‘“ Guaranty Survey,’ but as a stimulant to constructive 
effort and thought it carries great weight and may well mark 
the change in business attitude which precedes and helps to 
vivify business recovery. 


USINESS PROSPECTS FOR SECOND HALF OF THE YEAR 


American business has passed through the first half of 
1931 at a practically unchanged level of activity. Although 
no definite improvement has yet become visible, there 1s 
some basis for the growing belief that the lowest level of 
depression has been seen, or will be seen within the very 
near future, and that some degree of tangible recovery 
should manifest itself during the second half of the year. 

Many corporation statements for the first half-year are 
certain to be unsatisfactory and will have some depressing 
effects, which will, however, be lessened if the returning 
faith in future developments grows stronger, as seems 
likely. The importance of looking forward, rather than 
backward, is now being realised. ' 

The financial situation has been strengthened by the 
elimination of certain weak spots, notably in the Middle 
West. The wave of bank failures in Chicago (attributed, in 
part at least, to the decline in real estate values, a factor 
that has caused recent banking difficulties in various parts

of the United States), while necessarily unsettling in its 
immediate effects, was, nevertheless, an essentially favour- 
able development, since it corrected a condition that con- 
tained elements of danger. The removal of such an obstacle 
without greater ill effects should, in the end, contribute to 
the restoration of confidence.

AUSTRIA—HUNGARY 
PROLONGATION OF COMMERCIAL TREATY 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Vienna 
reports that, by virtue of an Exchange of Notes, dated 
June 27, the Austro-Hungarian Commercial Treaty of 
February 8, 1922 (as modified by Supplementary Agree- 
ments dated April 9, 1926, and June 14, 1928), which was 
due to expire on June 30, has been prolonged from July 1 
te July 15 inclusive. 

It is provided, however, that during this period wheat, 
meslin and spelt (Tariff No. 23), rye (No. 24) and oats 
(No. 26) imported into Austria shall be dutiable at the 
‘“General’’ rates in force for these Tariff items, and that 
flour and other milling products of wheat and rye (ex No. 31) 
imported into Austria shall be dutiable per 100 kilogs. at 
3-50 gold kronen plus the duty on 200 kilogs. of the raw 
grain. 


AUSTRIA—YUGOSLAVIA 
PROLONGATION OF COMMERCIAL TREATY 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Vienna 
reports that, by virtue of an Exchange of Notes dated 
June 27, the Austro-Yugoslavian Commercial Treaty of 
September 3, 1925 (as modified by the Exchange of Notes of 
June 8, 1927, and the Additional Convention of July 9, 
1928), which was due to expire on June 30, has been pro- 
longed from July 1 to July 15 inclusive. It is provided, 
however, that during this period wheat, meslin and spelt 
(Tariff No. 23), rye (No. 24), and oats (No. 26), imported 
into Austria, shall be dutiable at the ‘‘ General ’’ rates in 
force for these Tariff items, and that flour and grits of 
other grain (except maize) [ex No. 31] imported into 
Austria shall be dutiable per 100 kilogs. at 3-50 gold kronen 
plus the duty on 200 kilogs. of the raw grain. 


SALVADOR—SWITZERLAND 


PROLONGATION OF COMMERCIAL 
AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade are informed that the Commercial 
Agreement between Salvador and Switzerland of October 30, 
1883, which was due to expire on June 30, is now to remain 
in force until April 30, 1932.

TURKEY—DENMARK 


TREATY OF ESTABLISHMENT, COMMERCE 
AND NAVIGATION 


The Board of Trade are informed that ratifications were 
exchanged on June 2 of the Treaty of Establishment, Com- 
merce and Navigation, between Turkey and Denmark, which 
was signed at Angora on May 31, 1930. The Treaty enters 
into force from July 2, 1931, for a period of two years, and, 
unless denounced six months before the expiry of that 
period, will continue in force indefinitely subject to six 
months’ notice of termination. 

Subjects of each of the Parties are accorded freedom to 
reside in the territory of the other and to engage in com- 
merce and industry, with a reservation in respect of 
immigration rights. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded in regard to 
the right to acquire, possess and dispose of property, in the 
matter of engagirg in industry and commercs, and as re- 
gards taxation in respect of residence and establishment. 

National treatment is accorded as regards taxation in 
general and in legal matters and as regards patents and 
trade marks ; freedom of access to the Courts is also granted. 

Companies are to enjoy most-favoured-nation treatment 
generally, national treatment being granted as regards legal 
and judicial protection of their property. 








COMMERCIAL TREATIES AND ARRANGEMENTS—Continued 


Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded as regards 
Customs duties and formalities, internal dues, matters re- 
lating to certificates of origin, import and export prohibi- 
tions and restrictions, the treatment of commercial 
travellers and their samples and transport by rail. 

In transit matters the Parties agree to observe the rele- 
vant provisions of the Barcelona Transit Convention of 1921. 

National treatment is accorded to shipping, except as 
regards coasting trade, fishing in territorial waiters, the 
exercise of port services, including pilotage, towage, salvage 
in territorial waters and the Sea of Marmora, and except 
as regards subsidies accorded to the national mercantile 
marine. 

Exception from most-favoured-nation treatment is made 
in respect of — 


(a) benefits accorded in respect of frontier traffic; 
(b) benefits accorded by virtue of a Customs union; 


(c) benefits accorded by Denmark exclusively to Norway 
or Sweden; 


(d) benefits granted by Turkey specially to countries 
detached from the Ottoman Empire in 1923. 


By a final Protocol Turkey undertakes not to claim special 
benefits accorded by Denmark to Iceland, and, except as 
regards the articles relating to import and export duties, 
the Treaty is not to apply to Greenland.

EXEMPTIONS FROM PRIMAGE DUTY 


The ‘‘ Commonwealth of Australia Gazette ’’’ of May 14 
contains Customs Proclamation No. 200, which exempts 
corn sacks, flour sacks, woolpacks, rock phosphate and 
sulphur from payment of primage duty on entry for home 
consumption. 





UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a Union Act 
(No. 44 of 1931) ‘‘to amend the law relating to Customs.”’ 
All the more important amendments to the Customs Tariff 
made by this Act were notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ soon after 
the Resolutions introducing them were submitted to the 
Legislature, but the statement below gives a complete list 
of the Tariff headings and sub-headings in which the 
nomenclature and/or the rates of duty have been changed. 

The Act also provides for the levy of a special Customs 
duty per 100 lb., in addition to the normal Customs duty, 
on (a) wheat in the grain and (b) wheaten flour and wheaten 
meal equal to the difference between 11s. 3d. (in the case of 
grain) or 18s. 6d. (in the case of flour and meal) and the 
cost per 100 lb. to the importer at the port of importation 
in the Union, including the cost of packing, packages, land- 
ing charges, dock dues and the Customs duties otherwise 
payable thereon. 

This special duty will not be applied to wheat, etc., im- 
ported into South West Africa for consumption, and will be 
reduced by 2d. per 100 Ib. in the case of wheat in the grain 
and 4d. per 100 lb. in the case of wheat flour and meal for 
consignments originating in the United Kingdom and 
Canada.

INCREASED CUSTOMS DUTY ON CERTAIN 
GRAIN AND FLOUR 


The ‘‘ Bundesgesetzblatt ’’ for June 30 contains a Law of 
the same date which imposes a supplementary duty of 4 gold 
kronen per 100 kilogs. on wheat, meslin and spe It (No. 23), 
rye (No. 24) and barley (No. 25) imported into Austria sub- 
sequent to June 30. The ‘‘ General’’ rate of import duty 
under these Tariff items, therefore, becomes 10 gold kronen 
per 100 kilogs. 

Under a further Law dated June 30 a transition tax of 
2} schilling per 100 kilogs. in the case of wheat and rye and 
of 6 schilling per 100 kilogs. in the case of wheat flour, 
wheat grits and rye flour is being levied on all imported 
stocks of these grains and flours existing in Austria on 
July 1. 

A statement is given below showing the effect of the above 
Law and of the special arrangements made in connection 
with the prolongation of the Austro-Hungarian and Austro- 
Yugoslav Commercial Treaties (see notices in this week’s 
‘“B.T.J.”’) on imports of grain and flour into Austria from

DUTY ON BARBED WIRE 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’”’ for Jane 18 
(page 806) regarding the increase in the Brazilian Customs 
duty on barbed wire from 20 to 100 reis per kilog., the 
Board of Trade have now received copy of the Order effect- 
ing this increase, from which it appears that the lower rate 
of duty of 20 reis will still be applied where the importers 
submit satisfactory proofs that they are agriculturalists or 
stock-raisers and that the wire is to be used on their 
property.

CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Consul-General at Havana reports that a Decree 
has been issued, effective on June 3, which provides for a 
reduction of 70 per cent. in the import duties on portable 

r stationary machinery or apparatus for general industrial 

use (Tariff No. 216 c and pb) when it can be shown that 
such machinery is destined for a new industry not 
established prior to the date of the Decree or which is 
newly established within three years thereafter 

The Decree also modifies the Tariff treatment of onions 
and garlic and certain seeds. Onions and garlic will in 
future be dutiable at 5 pesos per 100 kilogs. all the year 
round, the reduced rate of 1- 50 pesos per 100 kilogs. which 
was levied from June 16 to November 14 having been 
abrogated. Sunflower seeds for sowing will be admitted 
duty-free during the months of April and October, and all 
cther seeds included in Tariff No. 268 (i.e., seeds other than 
clover, flax and sunflower) will be admitted duty-free for 
cultivation purposes in accordance with regulations to be 
issued by the Department of Agriculture. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA

CONTROL OF FOREIGN TRADE—GOODS IN 
CUSTOMS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Tehran 
has reported, by telegraph, the enactment of a Law of 
June 28 which modifies the previous Persian monopoly 
regulations as printed in the ‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 30 last 
(pages 574-6). 

it is now provided that (i) goods, the importation of 
Which was authorised until the regulations for the enforce- 
ment of the monopoly law were passed, and (ii) prohibited 
goods for which a special import permit was applied for in 
due form and granted before March 8, or in respect of 
which the Exchange Control Commission granted authority 
to purchase foreign exchange, may be cleared through the 
Customs, provided: (a) they were consigned to Persia direct 
before April 5; (b) they reached the Persian Customs bv 
June 22; and (c) application for their release accompanied 
by an export certificate was made by June 22. 

All other prohibited goods will be confiscated unless the 
owners re-export them by July 29.

H.M. Representative at Bucharest has forwarded a trans- 
lation of a Royal Decree, No. 1982 of June 12, effective as 
from June 15, which reduces or withdraws the export duties 
on certain goods exported from Roumania. The articles on 
which the export duties have been reduced include oak and 
beech logs, hewn wood, staves and sleepers; walnut, syca- 
more, elm, poplar and lime logs; logs and hewn timber of 
resinous woods; cattle, sheep, pigs and horses, and eggs. 
No duty is now leviable on oak and beech parquet flooring ; 
building timber, staves and sleepers of beech; side planks, 
barrels and firewood of resinous woods; veneering of any 
kind of wood; wheel parts, wooden broom handles, wooden 
toys, clothes pins, tool handles, wooden heels, furniture, 
and various other turned, sawn or joinered goods, 
oileakes.

DUTY ON ALUMINIUM WIRE AND CABLE 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of April 9 
(pages 473-4) reporting the increase in the Spanish Customs 
duties on wire of aluminium, without covering of textile 
fibres, and on eable of aluminium wire, with or without 
parts of other metals, the Commercial Secretary to H.M. 
I’mbassy at Madrid reports that these increases of duty 
are not to be applied to such goods originating in countries 
enjoying most-favoured-nation treatment in Spain (i.e., 
including the United Kingdom) so long as the modus 
vivendi of December 28, 1928, between Switzerland and 
Spain is in force.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
GOODS EXEMPT FROM CONSULAR INVOICE 
REQUIREMENT 


According to Treasury Decision [T.D. 44919] the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has revoked para. (11) of section 2 (d) 
of T.D. 44179 exempting certain merchandise from Consular 
invoice requirement (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of September 11, 
1930, pages 319-321) and has substituted therefor the follow- 
ing, viz. :— 

(11) 1. Forest products, crude, or not further manufac- 
tured than sawed into planks, boards, or deals, planed and 
tongued and groaved. 

2. Standard newsprint paper 
Pulpwood and wood pulp. 

Agricultural products, crude or unmanufactured. 
Minerals, crude. 
Live domestic animals. 


All the foregoing when unconditionally free of duty or 
subject only to a specific rate of duty not dependent upon 
value. 

The commercial or pro forma invoice presented with the 
entry shall be sworn to as correct and true in every respect 
and shall set forth all the necessary information for Customs 
and statistical purposes. 

The terms used are defined as follows :— 

The term ‘‘ crude’’ means in the natural state, not pro- 
cessed, manufactured, or advanced beyond the state neces- 
sary to the transportation of the article from the place of 
origin to the market. 

The term “‘ forest products ’’ means crude vegetable sub- 
stances, grown in or obtained from the forests, and includes 
logs, timber, and lumber, not further manufactured than 
sawed into planks, boards, or deals, and planed and tongued 
and grooved. 

The term ‘‘ standard newsprint paper 
paper chiefly used for printing newspapers, 
the department in T.D. 40996 and T.D. 44317. 

The term ‘‘ pulpwood’’ means logs and timber, cut to 
lengths for the purpose of manufacturing into wood pulp. 
The term ‘‘ wood pulp’”’ means the fibres of wood, produced 
either mechanically or chemically, for use in the manufac- 
ture of paper and pulpboard and other pulp products. 

The term ‘‘ agricultural products’? means those things 
which are produced from the soil of farms, plantations, and 
estates, or which are brought into condition for the use of 
society by the labour of those engaged in agricultural 
pursuits. 

The term “‘ minerals’’ means all inorganic matter occur- 
ring naturally, and not advanced by any process of manu- 
facture, and includes crude mineral oils, ores, earths, and 
clays. 

This decision became effective as from July 1, 1931. 
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CANNED FOOD REQUIREMENT 

With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 16 (page 507), it should be noted 
that the United States Department of Agriculture has now 
established standards in respect of canned tomatoes, canned 
apricots and canned cherries.

TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (UNDER * FLEXIBLE 
TARIFF ’’ PROVISIONS) 


The United States Tariff Commission announce that 
Proclamations have been issued by the President of the 
United States of America on June 24, which modify the 
duties on certain articles imported into the United States, 
as shown below. The revised duties provided for come into 
force 30 days after the date of the Proclamations, i.e., on 
July 24.

The Commercial Counsellor to T1.M. Embassy at Paris 
has forwarded copy of a French Government Bill which 
proposes to make certain alterations in the ‘‘ General ”’ 
Tariff, without affecting the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff, to which 
United Kingdom products are subject. Thus, the existing 
single scale of duties for certain cereals and pulse and their 
derivatives is, it is proposed, to be regarded as the 
‘Minimum ” Tariff, and a new scale of ‘‘ General ’’ duties 
introduced, amounting to double the ‘‘ Minimum ’’ rates. 
For a number of other products, including horses, poultry, 
egus, sugar and sugared goods, timber, etc., on which the 
existing ‘‘ General’? duties are only slightly higher than 
the ‘‘ Minimum,” it is proposed to institute a new scale 
of “‘General’’ rates amounting to at least double the 
‘“Minimum.’’

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1932 
EXTENSIONS AND RECONSTRUCTION 
The British Industries Fair buildings at Castle Bromwich, 
Birmingham, are to be extended at a cost of £20,000 in 
order to accommodate the new sections which have been 
announced for next year and to meet increasing demands 

for space among old exhibitors. 

Old buildings covering one and a half acres are being 
pulled down and three new roofs, covering an acre each, 
will bring the total inside letting space up to 250,000 square 
feet. For the next Fair there will be 13 acres of exhibition 
buildings in all at Castle Bromwich, with 30 acres of ground 
available for further extensions. 

All the buildings at Olympia, London, with a total 
exhibiting area of 300,000 square feet, are to be used for 
the Fair and the Department of Overseas Trade expect some 
difficulty in accommodating the large demand for space.

APPLICATIONS FOR LICENCES IN JUNE 


The following statement relating to applications for 
licences under the Dyestuffs (Import Regulation) Act, 1920, 
made during June has been furnished to the Board of Trade 
by the Dyestuffs Advisory Licensing Committee.

WELFARE OF CREWS ON BRITISH SHIPS 


In the House of Commons on Tuesday Sir Basil Peto 
asked the President of the Board of Trade whether his 
attention had been drawn to statements in the annual 
Report of the Medical Officer of Health of the Port of 
London Sanitary Committee to the effect that new ships 
are still designed and constructed without consideration 
for the welfare and comfort of the crew; whether he will 
take steps to ensure that proper provision is made for the 
crew when ships are under construction; and whether this 
is under consideration of the Standing Joint Committee 
of the Board of Trade and Ministry of Health on the 
Hygiene of the Mercantile Marine. 

Dr. Hastings asked the President of the Board of Trade 
whether he had received a Report from the Joint Com- 
mittee of the Board of Trade, Ministry of Health, and 
Shipping Federation regarding crew spaces on merchant 
ships. 

Mr. W. Graham, in reply, stated that the reports of the 
Shipping Federation Committee on Crew Accommodation 
have been considered by the Joint Committee of the Board 
of Trade and the Ministry of Health, and certain Instruc- 
tions to the Board’s Surveyors have been agreed by the 
Merchant Shipping Advisory Committee and will shortly 
be issued. In order that the House may be fully ac- 
quainted with the position in this matter, he was circulating 
a statement with the Official Report. (The following is the 
statement referred to, the headlines being our own) :- 


CREWS’ ACCOMMODATION 


The Board of Trade have had the general question of 
crews’ accommodation on British ships under consideration 
for some time. Since their Regulations as to crews’ accom- 
modation were last revised in 1923 the standard of accom- 
modation has been gradually rising, especially in new ships, 
in many of which the accommodation provided is above the 
minimum requirements laid down in the Regulations. 

From time to time, however, complaints have been 
received that the accommodation provided for officers and 
men in British ships is unsatisfactory, and unfavourable 
comparisons are sometimes made between the standard of 
accommodation on British ships and that provided on 
certain foreign ships, especially Scandinavian ships. Thése 
complaints are always investigated individually, but in 
order that a true picture of the conditions prevailing 
throughout the British Mercantile Marine could be ob- 
tained, the Board of Trade arranged for a comprehensive 
survey to be made by their surveyors, who were instructed 
to pay special attention to the question of crew accommoda- 
tion when visiting ships in the normal course of their duties, 
and to furnish particulars of the condition of the crew 
spaces on all ships, both British and foreign, visited by them 
during the period December, 1927, to March, 1928. 


SHIPPING FeperATion’s Reports 

In addition, the Shipping Federation appointed in May, 
1929, a special Committee to advise owners as to the best 
arrangements which could be made for the comfort and con- 
venience of crews. This Committee has made two reports 
relating to the accommodation of seamen other than lascars, 
one dealing with new cargo ships of 1,500 tons gross and 
upwards, and the other with new cargo ships below that 
tonnage. These two reports contain a number of valuable 
recommendations, many of which go beyond the existing 
Board of Trade Regulations. Model plans are appended to 
the reports showing arrangements for the crew, which would 
give a floor area and cubic capacity considerably in excess 
of the present statutory minimum, and indicating that, in 
the great majority of new ships, including even those of 
relatively small tonnage, it should be possible to provide a 
Separate mess room for the crew. A special arrangement of 
the sleeping berths is suggested which avoids double tiers of 
bunks, and useful suggestions are made in connection with 
washing and sanitary accommodation. As an alternative to 
the usual methods of heating, a system of central heating by 
hot water is recommended for ordinary cargo ships, other 
than tankers; and the importance of adequate ventilation 
and heating is pointed out. The provision of an isolation 
hospital on all large foreign-going cargo vessels is also 
recommended. 

The Committee, recognising that the provision of good 
accommodation will be of little avail unless it is kept clean 
and in good order, lay special stress on the proper super-

vision and cleansing of the crews’ quarters, and suggest 
the imposition of penalties for failure to keep the accom- 
modation clean. ‘These recommendations, as originally 
made, applied particularly to new ships of 1,500 tons gross 
and over, but the Shipping Federation have agreed with 
the Board of Trade that they should be adopted wherever 
practicable irrespective of the size of the ship. 


DEPARTMENTAL APPROVAL 


The reports have been examined in the Department and 
also by the Joint Advisory Committee of the Board of Trade 
and the Ministry of Health on the health of the Mercantile 
Marine, and the opinion, both of the Board and of the 
Joint Committee, is that if the recommendations are fol- 
lowed, a material improvement in the standard of accom- 
modation will result. 

The recommendations have also been considered by the 
Merchant Shipping Advisory Committee, who have 
expressed the opinion that the recommendations should be 
of great value in securing improvements in the accommo- 
dation provided in new ships. 

The Board of Trade have, therefore, decided to give 
their general approval to the recommendations, and to take 
such action as lies within their power to give effect to them. 
They are, accordingly, circulating to their surveyors par- 
ticulars of the recommendations of the Shipping Federation 
Committee, and at the same time are instructing them to 
ascertain, in the case of all new ships, the proposals as 
regards crew spaces as early as possible, so that, if neces- 
sary, they can approach the owners and builders and dis- 
cuss with them the possibility of making improvements in 
design or in fittings, where these appear to be called for in 
the light of the recommendations. 


IMPROVEMENTS ON EXISTING SHIPS 

The reports do not deal in any great detail with existing 
ships, as there must, of necessity, be great difficulty in 
securing improvements involving structural alterations. It 
has, however, been agreed that much could be done to secure 
improvements on existing ships which fall below present- 
day standards in such matters as the provision of lavatory 
and washing accommodation, the substitution of metal 
bunks for wooden berths, and the proper lighting, ventila- 
tion, painting and cleaning of the crews’ quarters; and the 
Board of Trade surveyors are being instructed to endeavour 
to secure improvements of this nature in those cases in 
which they can reasonably be expected, having regard to 
the age and condition of the ships and the particular trades 
in which they are engaged.
